THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett,  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1st.     To  elect  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2nd.     To  elect  one  Selectman  for  three  years. 

3rd.  To  elect  a  Town  Treasurer  and  other  neces- 
sary town  officers  and  agents  for.  the  year  ensuing. 

4th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  laying  out  and  repairing  highways  and  bridges 
and  other  necessary  charges  arising  in  said  town. 

5th.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  on  bonded  debt. 

6th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  highways. 


7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  receive  bids  for" 
the  collection  of  its  taxes  and  to  award  the  contract  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

8th.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative 
to  the  observance  of  the  anniversary  with  Chester  this 
year,  being-  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  that  town 
of  which  Hooksett  was  formerly  a  part,  and  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  Hooksett,  and  relative  to  the 
observance  of  Old  Home  Week. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount 
of  two  per  cent  (2%)  on  all  taxes,  except  poll  taxes,  paid 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  ard  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid 
to  help  in  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  town. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  money  necessary  for  preliminary  work  to  establish  a 
water  system  for  the  Town  of  Hooksett. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
money  necessary  to  remodel  No.  1  school  house  into  a 
chapel. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  stand  the 
expense  of  improving  the  corner  at  No.  6  school  house, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Harley  A.  Robie  and  nine  others. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
maintain  Stearns  Avenue  and  Benedict  Avenue,  Lincoln 
Park,  as  petitioned  for  by  Rebecca  M.  Benedict  and 
twenty-one  others. 
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15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  municipal  court  forthe  town,  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  an  Act  establishing  municipal  courts 
and  abolishing1  existing  police  courts,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Guy  M.  Lawrence  and  thirteen  others. 

16th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  and  cut 
down  grade  on  Morrill  Road  and  Peppin  Road,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  Harry  Smith  and  twelve  others. 

17th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  the 
following  street  lights  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  annually  for  the  maintenance  of  same:  One 
on  River  Road  about  300  feet  west  of  the  B.  and  M. 
Crossing,  as  petitioned  for  by  George  W.  Robie  and 
seventeen  others;  one  each  on  Francis  Avenue,  Coker 
Avenue  and  Elmer  Avenue,  Lincoln  Park,  midway  of 
each,  also  to  change  location  of  lights  to  the  corners  of 
Alice  Avenue  and  Hale  Avenue,  as  petitioned  for  by 
John  C.  Bigelow  and  twenty-nine  others ;  one  halfway 
between  Kimball's  and  Drake's  on  Gate  Road,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  Bruno  Picke  and  ten  others;  one  on  Shen- 
vere  Avenue,  as  petitioned  for  by  Louis  St.  Germain 
and  nine  others;  one  halfway  between  Maple  Street 
and  the  Maple  House  on  High  Street,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Earle  T.  Carbee  and  ten  otheis;  one  at  the  corner  of 
Hooksett  Road  and  Stearns  Aveuue,  and  one  at  the  cor- 
ner of  St  arns  Avenue  and  Benedict  Avenue,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  Rebecca  M.  Benedict  and  twenty-one 
others. 

18th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing a  fence  and  making  other  necessary  repairs  at  Mar- 
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tin's  Cemetery,  as  petitioned  for  Fred  G.  Severance  and 
twenty=eight  others. 

19th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
Budget  as  a  whole  or  a  part.

REPORT    SCHOOL    BOARD 

Sept.  1st,  1920,  to  July  1st,  1921 


Remarks 


Your  School  Board,  at  the  end  of  another  school 
year,  beg  to  submit  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  its 
annual  report.  The  last  report  was  up  to  September  1, 
1920.  The  state  law  has  been  changed,  making  the 
school  year  end  June  30,  and  to  conform  to  this  law  this 
report  ends  June  30,  1921. 

We  have  performed  the  duties  of  the  office,  having 
in  view  the  best  interests  of  the  schools,  and  trust  these 
results  have  been  obtained.  It  might  have  been  done 
better  many  times  we  know,  but  it  has  not  been  done 
to  please  or  displease  anyone. 

It  would  be  a  great  help  to  your  servants  if  you  would 
get  into  closer  touch  with  their  work  and  not  stand  at  a 
distance  and  condemn.  When  things  do  not  look  right 
it  is  your  duty  and  privilege  to  investigate  and  you  are 
urged  to  do  so.  The  schools  are  yours  and  we  are~your 
servants  only.  Help  to  make  the  schools  of  our  town 
the  best  possible  by  working  together.  Do  not,  in  a 
business  way,  try  to  get  the  advantage  of  your  servants, 
for  you  are  only  cheating  yourselves. 

Our  schools  are  in  good  shape.  We  have  some  able 
and  hard  working  teachers,  and  an  efficient  Superinten- 
dent in  Mr.  H.  S.  Roberts,  who  does  his  work  without 
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fear  or  favor,  for  the  best  interests  of  your  boys  and 
girls.  We  refer  you  to  his  report  for  a  more  detailed 
report  of  the  school  management.

REPORT  OF 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

For  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1921 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Hooksett. 

There  were  maintained  during  the  year  seven 
schools  for  a  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  one 
school,  at  No.  4  building,  for  seventeen  weeks.  Owing 
to  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  it  was  found 
necessary  to  employ  another  teacher  for  this  room. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  school  law,  and  we  believe 
the  desire  of  all  intelligent  citizens,  that  every  school  in 
New  Hampshire  shall  be  a  good  school  and  that  oppor- 
tunities for  a  good  education  shall  be  granted  equally  to 
each  pupil  as  far  as  corditions  will  peimit. 

That  pupils  in  rural  communities  may  have  advant- 
ages approximating  those  given  to  city  children,  the 
following  conditions  should  be  met  and  requirements 
rilled: 

1.  A  sanitary  school  house  and  buildings  with 
pleasant  and  healthful  surroundings. 

2.  A  pupil  enrollment  of  fifteen.  In  case  of  great 
difficulties  and  cost  of  transportation,  a  school  of  twelve 
pupils  may  be  more  economically  maintained. 


3.  An  approved,  efficient  teacher,  well  paid  and 
happy  in  her  work,  working  under  the  direction  of  an 
approved  and  industrious  superintendent,  with  an  ap- 
proved program  of  study  and  a  daily  time-table  intelli- 
gently arranged  and  wisely  carried  into  effect. 

4.  A  pleasant  home  for  the  teacher  where  she  may 
enjoy  suitable  comforts  and  have  conveniences  for  doing 
her  school  work.  This  means,  at  least,  a  pleasant,  well 
heated,  ventilated  and  lighted  room. 

5.  Parents  and  citizens  interested  in  good  schools 
and  their  improvement  and  willing  to  cooperate  in  mak- 
ing good  schools.  One  great  duty  every  parent  owes  to 
the  school  and  to  his  children  for  their  future  welfare 
and  happiness,  is  to  see  that  the  children  are  punctual 
at  school  and  that  their  attendance  is  regular. 

6.  The  transportation  of  pupils  in  safe  and  com- 
fortable vehicles,  with  a  thoroughly  competent  driver. 
The  law  for  1921  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  is  as 
follows: 

"The  district  shall  furnish  transportation  to  all  pu- 
pils below  the  ninth  grade  who  live  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  to  which  they  are  assigned,  but 
when  it  srall  appear  that  children  live  in  homes  so  re- 
mote from  schools  or  regular  transportation  routes  that 
the  cost  of  transportation  would  constitute  an  unreason- 
able expense  the  school  board  may,  at  the  expense 
of  the  district,  board  the  child  near  a  public  school, 
provided,  however,  that  the  parent  or  guardian 
may  appeal  to  the  commissioner  with  proposals  for 
transportation  by  himself  or  by  another,  or  with  other 
solutions,  and  the  order  of  the  commissioner,  shall  be 
final. 

"Pupils  who  are  to  be  transported  may  be  required 
to  walk  any  reasonable  part,  not  exceeding  one  mile,  of 
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the  distance  from  their  homes  to  the  school.  The 
school  board  may  furnish  transportation  to  pupils  in 
grades  above  the  eighth  or  to  any  pupils  residing  less 
than  two  miles  from  the  school  to  which  they  are  as- 
signed when  it  finds  that  this  is  desirable,  and  shall 
furnish  it  when  directed  by  the  commissioner  of  educa- 
tion." 

No  state-aiied  district  receives  any  state  money  for 
transportation  of  pupils  living  less  than  two  miles  from 
the  school  unless  such  transportation  is  directed  by  the 
commissioner  of  education. 

HEALTH   AND   PHYSICAL  WELFARE 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  pupils  was  made 
during  the  fall  term  by  Health  Inspector  Dr.  B.  L. 
Freeman. 

That  the  work  of  the  medical  inspector  may  be  fully 
effective  there  should  be  a  follow-up  service  conducted 
by  a  school  nurse.  Her  frequent  room-to-room  and 
house-to-house  visitations  gives  her  opportunity  for  ob- 
serving the  hygenic  and  sanitary  conditions  as  to  venti- 
lation, temperature,  cleanliness,  clothing  and  diet. 
Her  service  is  of  special  value  to  the  tuberculous,  crip- 
pled and  anaemic  children.  Her  hospital  and  profes- 
sional training  makes  her  advice  valuable  to  parents, 
teachers  and  doctors.  Her  duties  are  similar  to  those  of 
a  hospital  nurse — to  make  records  of  body  temperature, 
etc.,  to  supervise  the  diet  and  health  habits,  and  advise 
continually  with  parents. 

The  school  nurse  is  a  true  social  worker.  Her  kind 
ministrations  and  educative  influence  in  the  home  are 
her  most  valuable  services. 

The  pioneer  nurse  must  be  trained  to  understand 
every  class  and  condition  of  people,  must  be  patient, 
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sympathetic  and  tactful.  She  must  be  confident  of  her 
knowledge,  forceful,  and  convincing  in  her  directions 
to  bring  about  better  health  conditions. 

Innovations  in  school  work  are  usually  met  with 
opposition,  especially  by  those  who  have  not  carefully 
considered  their  merits.  Thus  far  in  the  United  States 
school  nurses  have  not  been  generally  employed  in  rural 
communities.  This  is  not  to  be  attributed  to  a  lack  of 
need,  but  to  obstacles  incident  to  a  scattered  popula- 
tion. As  our  rural  districts  reecive  better  educational 
advantages  through  well  trained  teachers  and  larger 
schools,  the  nurse  will  be  more  generally  considered  a 
necessary  factor  in  the  school  equipment. 

From  statistics  we  learn  that  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  die  each  year  of  tuberculosis.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  disease  alone  costs  our  nation  one  billion  dol- 
lars a  year,  an  annual  sum  that,  if  properly  expended, 
would  free  the  land  from  the  disease. 

"It  is  within  the  power  of  man  to 
cause  all  parasitic  diseases  to  disappear 
from  the  world." — Pasteur. 

WORK  DONE  IN  SCHOOL 

The  State  Program  of  Study  for  Rural  Schools  was 
well  taught  and  the  teachers  worked  from  a  well-plan- 
ned time-table. 

The  teachers  have  been  earnest  in  their  efforts  to 
teach  thrift  by  seeing  that  supplies  were  economically 
used  and  books  properly  cared  for. 

Special  emphasis  should  be  placed  by  all  upon  the 
need  of  sanitary  buildings,  good  school  equipment,  the 
proper  care  of  public  property,  and  the  knowledge  of 
the  laws  of  health  and  the  practice  of  good  health 
habits. 
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ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  of  the  pupils  in  mosr  schools  was 
good.  Most  of  the  absences  occurred  from  sickness  or 
other  good  causes. 

The  cases  of  truancy  were  confined  to  a  few  famil- 
ies.    Most  of  the  truants  attened  the  No.  5  school. 

I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  punctual  and  regular  attendance  of  their 
children  at  school.  It  is  a  duty  they  owe  to  the  child, 
the  school,  the  state  and  the  tax-paying  community. 

EVENING  SCHOOL  FOR  AMERICANIZATION 

An  evening  school  for  a  term  of  sixty  sessions,  with 
an  enrollment  of  twenty-four  pupils,  was  taught  at  No. 
6  school  by  two  teachers,  Mary  P.  Donovan  and  Clara 
B.  Haskell. 

The  teachers  were  enthusiastic  in  their  work  and 
held,  in  a  remarkable  degree,  the  interest  of  the  pupils. 
The  pupils  were  courteous  in  their  conduct  and  faithful 
in  their  work  and  attendance,  and  showed  a  great  im- 
provement in  the  use  of  the  English  knguage,  both 
spoken  and  written. 

A  pupil  sixty-one  years  old  was  one  of  the  most  in- 
terested and  interesting. 

Credit  is  due  the  members  of  the  school  board 
for  their  interest  in  the  school  and  for  their  help  to  the 
teachers  and  superintendent. 

Special  credit  is  due  Clifton  P.  Sanborn,  a  member 
of  the  board,  for  his  gratutitous  help  in  the  organiza- 
tion and  administration  of  the  school. 

I  wish  personally  to  thank  Rev.  Fr.  Robichaud  for 
his  work  in  interesting  the  pupils  to  attend  the  school, 
and  for  the  encouragement  he  gave  them  by  his  fre- 
quent visits  to  the  school. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  all  stoves  be  enclosed,  thereby 
adding  comfort  to  the  pupils  and  a  saving  in  fuel  cost ; 
and  the  needed  minor  repairs  be  made  and  the  neces- 
sary painting  be  done. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  appreciation  for  your 
hearty  cooperation  and  assistance.

Remarks 

The  library  has  been  well  patronized  during  the 
year.  We  have  not  been  able  to  purchase  as  many 
books  as  usual,  on  account  of  the  high  prices.  Books 
that  were  formerly  one  dollar  are  now  two  dollars,  but 
what  we  lack  in  quantity  we  hope  we  have  made  up  in 
quality.  We  think  we  have  a  very  fine  selection  of 
books.  We  were  assisted  by  trained  librarians.  We 
have  been  remembered  by  kind  friends  as  usual.  Mr. 
Charles  Porter  of  Manchester  has  given  the  Geographi- 
cal Magazine  for  the  entire  year.  We  consider  it  one 
of  the  best  magazines  published.  Mr.  Charles  B.  Harri- 
man  has  given  thirty-two  of  the  Travel  Magazine,  which 
are  very  helpful.  Mr.  Clifton  P.  Sanborn  has  made  the 
library  a  beautiful  present.  He  has  given  an  illustrated 
Town  and  City  Atlas  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
337  pages.  He  has  also  given  a  beautiful  Bible.  It 
contains  a  history  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  Apocrypha, 
Concordance,  the  Psalms  of  David  in  metre,  an  alpha- 
betical table  of  the  proper  names,  with  the  meaning  of 
the  words  in  their  original  language  and  their  pronoun- 
ciation.  It  also  contains  an  account  of  the  most  re- 
markable passages  in  the  bcoks  of  the  old  and  new  Tes- 
tament, also  a  table  of  the  several  passages  in  the  old 
Testament  quoted  by  Christ  and  the  Apostles  in  the  new 
Testament.  This  is  certainly  a  very  nice  present,  and 
will  be  preserved  as  long  as  there  is  a  library.  We 
recommend  that  some  of  our  good  citizens  endow  our 
library,  the  interest  of  which  would  enable  us  to  pro- 
cure more  books. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have 
helped  in  any  way  in  the  good  work  of  the  library.
